and correct the chack-list for the district and shall 
certify to the samo acting as supervisors of ths school

5581 which provides thats 
"4 board of supervisors of the check-list, consist- 
4ng of three legal voters in exch town, shall be 3 

chosen at esch biennial election; but no solectman, 
moderator, clerk or ballot inspector shall be super= 
visor. * |

The section last quoted was obviously 
written into the law because the locislature was of the opinion that 
the duties performed by the designated officials were 4nconsistent. 
It seems clerr to us that the sano inconsistency in the respective 
duties of the town clerk and supervisor ef the tow check-list also 
exists with respect to tho duties performed by the school district 
clerk and a supervisor of the town checkelist. acting as a supervisor. 
of the school check-list, “?e 

- Accordingly, it 49 our opinion that in 
any school district, which 1s coextensive with the town 4n which 4t 
1s located and which has adopted tha town check-list 4n accordance 
with KSA 197112-a (supp), a supervisor of the town check-list may not 
also servo as clerk of tho school district. We foel that a different 
interpretution would defeat the obvious purpoge of RSA 5531. -
